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The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB939 changes child support enforcement provisreteting to the collection of other monetary
judgments, mandatory reporting of account balareed review and modification of child
support orders:

* LB 939 allows for the collection of other monetgugigments (i.e. genetic testing) that a
child support obligor continues to owe after his/tieild support obligation is current

* LB 939 also changes provisions relating to mangateporting of account information by
financial institutions by adding the requiremenatttiinancial institutions also remit the
delinquent obligor’'s account balance.
